State Owes Us Something 


Salem city officials should be encouraged by 
civ ic groups in their efforts to get state and fed* 
eral assistance for the future resurfacing of E. 
and W. State St. 
With State Rep. Clarence Wetzel “ running in­ 
terference" for them, city officials hope to meet 
at Columbus nex t week with Ohio Highway De­ 
partment authorities to remind them of the de­ 
terioration of State St. a number of y ears back 
when Ohio Turnpike was div erted here State St. 
has nev er been quite the same and local officials 
feel that the state has an obligation to help put 
the thoroughfare in A-l condition again. 
Unfortunately , State St. is Salem’s only principal 


east-west thoroughfare and, in addition to local 
traffic, is the artery for transidnt U.S Rt. (8 and 
State Rts. 45 and 14A v ehicles. 
With an unofficial estimate of about $1 million 
placed on the woric, Salem leaders know they do 
not hav e that kind of money . State and federal 
assistance is essential. 
Meanwhile, local officials ought to be ex ploring 
possible future street ex tensions to prov ide our 
community with some aux iMary east-west thorough­ 
fares. Our street patterns are from a by gone era 
and far from inadequate to meet today ’s traffic 
demands. 


T ime For Divorce L aw Refo rm 


J udge J ohn R. Milligan J r., a v eteran of domes­ 
tic court strife, has issued another call for mean­ 
ingful reform. 
The Stark County domestic relations court judge 
appeared before a joint legislativ e committee in 
Columbus Monday to renew his plea for changes 
in state laws gov erning div orce and common law 
marriages. 
J UDGE MILLIGAN has long been a proponent 
of div orce reform and a critic of present outmod­ 
ed statutes. He recommended the legislature to 
adopt a bill endorsed by the Council of Delegates of 
the Ohio Bar Association that prov ides a new 
ground for div orce — that of “ liv ing apart. ’ 
The judge said: “ If two parties liv e separate and 
apart for a period of time, demonstrating to the 
world that they cannot liv e together as nuoband 
and wife, the court should hav e the right to grant 
a div orce, if satisfied there is no probability of 
reconciliation, without regard to the muckraking 
implications of fault.”

Present laws, the judge told the legislators, lit­ 
erally force “ div orce by agreement, requiring one 
of the parties to ‘play dead’ and allowing the other 
to procure the div orce often by the presentation of 
unchallenged, perjurous testimony .” 
The Stark County judge also suggested the state 
outlaw common law marriages because they lead 
to multiple social problems. 
J udge Milligan’s testimony included references 
to other domestic relations issues and he urged leg­ 
islators to giv e attention to financing the newly 
authorized conciliation court, inv estigate the needs 
for laws regarding genetic matters and establish a 
uniform stat« law dealing with custody jurisdiction. 
BUT THE J UDGE punched hard at the div orca 
law reform theme. 
J udge Milligan said he was aware of the point 
of v iew that div orce law reform was a part of 1 
general trend toward permissiv eness in society , 
but he challenged any one to prov e that application 
of the current grounds for div orce serv es to stren­ 
gthen or preserv e family life. 
J udge Milligan could hav e cited case after casa 
to back up his testimony for the record is clear 
that current div orce statutes are archaic and com­ 
pound the tragedy of div orce. 
It is time for change. 


Go ld en Op p o rtu n ity fo r U.N. 


The U.N. has had many opportunities to accom­ 
plish something worthwhile for the peoples of the 
world. In some instances it has attained a mea­ 
sure of success while in others it has failed. 
Now it has an opportunity , as a world body , to 
resolv e a crisis that has dev eloped comparativ ely 
recently in the U.S. — the epidemic of drug addic­ 
tion which has spread throughout the land. 
Efforts are being made across the country to 
shut off the flow of drugs into the U.S. from other 
rations but the problem could be solv ed much 
more readily if the source of the drug ev il could 
be dried up, namely the opium poppy fields of 
Asia, the Middle East and the nations of the West­ 
ern Hemisphere south of the Rio Grande Riv er. 
THE UNITED STATES has attempted to do this 


Actio n By Can ad a 


Construction of a pipeline or pipelines to bring 
oil and gas south from the Prudhoe Bay area of 
Alaska has been delay ed for sev eral reasons. One 
of these has been the right of the Canadian gov ­ 
ernment to establish a set of guidelines to safe­ 
guard Canada’s interests. 
Those guidelines now hav e been set and announc­ 
ed by the Canadian gov ernment. 
Only one pipeline each for oil and gas will be 
permitted and they must be in a corridor to be 
established later. 
If Canadian oil and gas is discov ered it must be 
giv en access to the pipelines. 
The Arctic ecology must be preserv ed and Cana- 
da must hav e a share of the ownership of the pipe­ 
lines and the opportunity for employ ment of Ca­ 
nadians including Eskimos and Indians. 
On the surface the guidelines appear reasonable 
and should not prov e an obstacle to construction 
of the pipelines if the oil firms decide to use that 
North Slope. 


by dealing directly with the gov ernments of those 
nations where the bulk of poppies are grown. 
It has worked out border inspection procedures 
with the Mex ican gov ernment which, after a rough 
beginning, hav e been smoothed out and are prov ­ 
ing effectiv e. 
It has prov ided Turkey with funds for stricter 
enforcement and for persuading the poppy growers 
to switch to other crops. 
But. unfortunately , this activ ity has resulted in 
the illicit production being shifted to bordering na­ 
tions. 
The U.N., howev er, could attack the problem 
worldwide. In fact, the U.N.’s Single Conv ention 
of 1 96 1, which was signed by 74 countries, the mem­ 
ber nations agreed to control strictly the produc­ 
tion of drugs. 
The agreement is there but the enforcement is 
not and the reason giv en for its absence is lack 
of funds. 
As a consequence, the U.S. Peoples Fund for the 
United Nations, Inc., a nonprofit organization sup­ 
porting the U.N. humanitarian projects, is seeking 
' to raise money from the public to augment the 
budget of the United Nations Commission 
o n Nar­ 
cotic Drugs — for enforcement and control. 
IN VIEW OF the seriousness of the drug pro­ 
blem, the plea of the U.N -associated organization 
would seem to merit support. 
It appears that many of the other member na­ 
tions of the U.N. either are unable or unwilling to 
contribute enough money to the U.N. to fund the 
fight against drugs adequately . Consequently the 
people of the U.S. are being called on again. 
In v iew, howev er, of the millions, perhaps billions, 
of dollars lost each y ear in the U.S. alone as the 
result, directly or indirectly , of drug-related crimes 
and acts of v iolence, it is in the interest of this 
country to aid ev ery program aimed at drug use 
control which appears to be legitimate and dedicat­

'Supercop' Fights Rackets

Crime, say s New York Gov . 
Rockefeller, organized crime. I 
asked how he planned to fight 
it. Here is his reply written ex ­ 
clusiv ely for this column as a 
guide to other gov ernors, 
it 
seems to me:

NEW YORK — Take a poll 
of the leading domestic issues 
on the minds of the American 
people, and the results are not 
hard to predict: drug abuse, 
crime, inflation, tax es and a 
disturbing decline in authority . 
Organized crime play s its in­ 
sidious part in contributing to 
•11 these concerns. Victor Kies- 
el is a man of deep-seated 
courage who has stood up to 
the mob. His column, there­ 
fore, offers a highly appropri­ 
ate platform for me to speak 
out on this sickness in our so­ 
ciety . 
Organized crime is big: how 
big is perhaps best iilusirated 
by the fact that mob-controlled 
gambling alone nets approx i­ 
mately 17 billion per y ear — 
more than the net income of 
the 10 largest corporations in 
the country combined. The to­ 
tal take for all organized crim­ 
inal enterprises is estimated as 
high as 650 billion annually . 
One law enforcement official 
estimates that if the av erage 
tax pay er were allowed to item­ 
ize the share of his ex penses 
that wind up in the treasury 
of organized crime, he could 
probably claim a 15 per cent 
deduction. 
Obv iously , we pay dearly for 
this enterprise 
of ev il. 
Drug 
aouse? Organized criminals aie 
the principal profiteers, as the 
v alue of a kilo of heroin spirals 
wildly from $10,000 off the boat 
to $300,000 when it’s retailed in 
the street. The current drug 
epidemic among the y oung, if 
unchecked, could cripple the 
character of this country and 
i*nnardiz£ its future. In 


York City alone, about three 
persons a day die of heroin 
ov erdoses, some of them little 
more than children. Organized 
crime is the ultimate v illain in 
this tragedy . 
Crime in the streets? Our 
best estimates are that half the 
street crimes 
in 
New 
York 
City , for ex ample, are commit­ 
ted by addicts — mugging, rob­ 
bing, ev en murdering, to fi­ 
nance their nex t fix . Once again, 
the accumulated profits 
from 
these thousands of purse snatch- 
ings, beatings and thefts find 
their way into the bloated ac­ 
counts of organized criminals. 
Inflation? Tha 
racketeer 
is 
like an ex tra and unseen mid­ 
dleman, adding his unearned 
profits to the prices we pay 
for gods and serv ices. When, 
for ex ample, losses from the 
theft of air freight at New York 
airports increased almost 6,000 
per cent, from $45,000 to ov er 
63,000,000 in sev en y ears, these 
losses and the higiier insurance 
premiums they lead to ultimate­ 
ly end up in only one place, 
in higher prices for consumers. 
In 
the 
infamous 
Apalechm 
gangland conference, which the 
New York State Police broke 
up in 1967, 55 of the 75 “ con­ 
ferees” owned all or a piece of 
a legitimate business. When a 
mob controls an industry , it 
can put consumers at the mer­ 
cy of its price setting. 
Higher tax es? This issue, too, 
is on the minds of millions of 
Americans. 
Again, 
organized 
crime rears its head. Ameri­ 
can tax pay ers carry a $5 bil­ 
lion annual burden to support 
the nation’s total law enforce­ 
ment apparatus, a good share 
of which is required to combat 
the crimes, direct and indirect, 
growing out of the operations 
of organized 
criminals. 
The 
number of federal agents, po­ 
licemen on the beat, judges and 
prison personnel occupied with 
criminal 
addicts alone 
giv es 
some indication of the public 
cost of combating 
organized 
crime. 
But the most insidious price 
of organized crime cannot be 
measured in dollar losses. Ihe 
corruption of public officials, 
the bribe, the fix , hav e a de­ 
structiv e impact on respect for 
see an 
occasional 
policeman 
bought off by thugs — while 
their neighborhood sinks deep­ 
er into drug trafficking, gamb­ 
ling, prostitution and despair— 
are not likely to be mov ed by 
appeals to law and order. And 
y oung people who question the 
v alues of our society will not 
be conv inced of their intrinsic 
worth by the spectacle of judg­ 
es or other public officials re­ 
v ealed to be in the pay and at 
the serv ice of racketeers. 
When we strike a blow at o r­ 
ganized crime, we simultaneous­ 
ly strike at some of the major 
ailments afflicting our society 
today . But o n e of the problems 
of combating organized crime 
is that so many citizens who 
New sh u d d er at 
it in th eo ry su p p o rt 


it by their own behav ior. The 
person placing an illegal bet 
or play ing the numbers does 
not see his act as contribut­ 
ing to the enormous reserv es 
of crooked capital which gang­ 
land figures use to infiltrate 
legitimate business, corrupt pub­ 
lic officials, finance drug im­ 
portation or otherwise defile the 
society we all hav e to liv e in. 
Undeniably , organized crime 
is a form of enterprise which, 
in a perv erted parallel of the 
legitimate marketplace, 
feeds 
a demand for certain goods and 
serv ices. 
The 
purv ey ors 
of 
crime will be difficult to de­ 
feat while a demand for their 
products continues. 
One of the other problems In 
defeating organized 
crime 
is 
that it is so well organized. In 
New York State, we hav e some 
of the best racket-busting dis­ 
trict attorney s in the country , 
and they are ably supported by 
good local police forces. But, 
all too often, the range of or­ 
ganized criminal activ ity has 
outdistanced the authority of 
local district attorney s. 
And so we decided that the 
arm of the law had to be made 
as long as the reach of organiz­ 
ed criminals. 1 proposed and 
the New York State Legislature 
approv ed a new concept, a spe­ 
cial Statewide Prosecutor of or­ 
ganized crime — a "supercop’’ 
as the headline writers dubbed 
him. 
The Statewide Prosecutor has 
full authority 
to 
pursue and 
prosecute 
organized 
criminal 
activ ity that ex tends ov er coun­ 
ty lines, which is all too often 
the case. We had the good for­ 
tune to get a prov en rackets 
buster with an impressiv e rec­ 
ord of conv ictions to become 
New York State’s first State­ 
wide Prosecutor of organized 
crime, a former district attorn­ 
ey and judge from Binghamton, 
N.Y., Robert E. Fischer. 
We will pursue the entrepre­ 
neurs of organized crime re­ 
lentlessly . But part of our ef­ 
fort has to inv olv e public edu­ 
cation as well as police work. 
If people are truly concerned 
about the drug abuse epidemic 
and crime in the streets, one 
good place to start is by root­ 
ing out organized crime, 
and 
bringing its leaders, from top 
management on down, to just- 
ice.

a long time to try to persuade 
J apan to agree to a “ v olun­ 
tary " quota on its ex ports of 
steel, but Toky o held the amount 
acceptable to a low lev el. 
In the new bill, the prov isions 
could cov er a v ariety of prod­ 
ucts and by -products. President 
Nix on 
doesn’t 
want 
his big 
task. He is ready to undertake 
the job of dealing with J apa­ 
nese imports of tex tiles, but 
there now are rumors he may 
v eto the measure because of 
the breadth of Its authority ov er 
imports from many countries. 
As a matter of fact, it is im­ 
practical to deal with such ne­ 
gotiating power any other way . 
The ex ecutiv e branch will hav e 
far more influence in bargain­ 
ing with both 
European 
and 
Asian countries if the right to 
impose quotas is already dele­ 
gated than if Congress has to 
be asked in each case to enact 
import-quota legislation. 
The whole foreign trade ques­ 
tion is far more serious than is 
generally realized. Many hun­ 
dreds of million? of dollars of 
imports come into the United 
States ev ery month which cut 
into sales by American produc­ 
ers. Wage scales in J apan, for 
instance, are v ery low, and Am­ 
erican 
companies 
feel 
they 
should hav e 
some 
protection 
against 
imports from foreign 
countries which hav e cheap la­ 
bor. American unions are as 
v ocal as they alway s hav e been 
in fighting against competition 
of this kind from abroad. 
The fear, of course, at the 
State Department is that, if the 
United States starts to impose 
a series of tariffs on imports, 
this will lead to countermeas­ 
ures against American ex ports, 
and an entirely different set of 
domestic industries will in turn 
be affected. In fact, on Capitol 
Hill opposition to the passage of 
the bill approv ed by the House 
Way s and 
Means Committee 
will come from certain indus­ 
tries which think their own ex ­ 
ports may be the v ictim of re­ 
taliatory quotas. 
Skillful negotiators can do 
a 
great deal to av oid the imposi­ 
tion of quotas that foreign coun­ 
tries resent. Tentativ e compro­ 
mises hav e been reached from 
time to time in discussing “ v ol­ 
untary ’’ quotas with the J apa­ 
nese, for instance, but the trou­ 
ble has been that the State De­ 
partment here had no potential 
weapons to rely upon. For, if a 
foreign 
country 
declined 
to 
make any concessions, nothing 
further could really be done 
about it. With authority dele­ 
gated to the President, how­ 
ev er, by Congress to impose 
tariffs on a wide v ariety of art­ 
icles, the American negotiators 
will hav e their hands consider­ 
ably strengthened. It could hap­ 
pen that useful 
compromise* 
would result. 
The coming decade is bound 
to witness the signing of more 
and more trade agreements in­ 
side Europe as a result of the 
common market arrangements. 
The United States could 
face 
some serious competition from 
countries where wage rates are 
low. One of the paradox es of 
the situation in Europe is that 
American capital has been in­ 
v ested heav ily in v arious cor­ 
porations which do a big ex port 
trade with the United States. 
The President may soon find 
himself arguing with some in­ 
fluential 
American 
citizens 
against any imposition of tar­ 
iffs or quotas while other groups 
will be demanding such restric­ 
tions. 
But the facts of American life 
today tell the realistic story : 
wages are high and labor costs 
are rising constantly , so there 
must be some protection against 
any sizable influx 
of 
certain 
ty pes of cheap foreign goods 
into the United States For, aft­ 
er all, the American workers 
are the ones who hav e tha 
v otes.

Oil Shortages 
May Hike 
Utility Costs 


W A S H I N G T O N (AP) - 
World wide shortages and sky­ 
rocketing 
prices for 
fuel 
oil 
have hit American utility com­ 
panies so hard that the result 
could be across-the-board utility 
ra te hikes for the nation’s con­ 
sum ers, a high Nixon adminis­ 
tration official says. 
The crisis involves residual 
fuel 
oil, 
used 
principally 
by 
heavy industry and utility com­ 
panies. Since the first of the 
year, the price of foreign-pro- 
duced residual fuel oil has dou­ 
bled 
and 
American 
fuel 
oil 
prices have increased by about 
40 per cent. 
Nearly two-thirds of the resi­ 
dual oil used in this country is 
imported. 
“ Utility companies are being 
hit hard,” George A. Lincoln, 
director of the Office of E m er-1 
gency Preparedness, said in an 
interview. 
Asked if this m eant a possible 
rise in electricity rates, Lincoln 
said, “ It certainly does.” 
“ In most places, there's a 
rate adjustm ent tied to the costi 
of fuel so that when a utility 
com pany’s fuel costs 
go up, 
electricity rates go up, too,” 
Lincoln said. 
“ Some states have provisions 
th at limit such rate increases to 
industry users of power, but this 
is the exception. In most places 
increases are provided for right 
across the board.” 
Lincoln 
would 
not 
predict 
when and by how much utility 
rates might be affected, but he 
held out little hope that much 
could be done to alleviate the 
crisis any tim e soon. 
He was interviewed Tuesday 
following a press briefing at 
which he discussed the adminis­ 
tration’s decision earlier this 
week to scrap a proposed revi­ 
sion in the nation's oil import 
control program . 
The revision would have sub­ 
stituted a system of tariffs on 
foreign petroleum products for 
the 11-year-old quota system. In

ABC Offers ‘Young Lawyers' 


'Storefront Lawyers' 


To Debut on Sept. 16 


By CYNTHIA LOWRY 
AP Television-Radio Writer 
HOLLYWOOD (AP) - CBS, 
on Sept. 16, will drop a new ser­ 
ies into its channels, “ Storefront 
Lawyers." This should not be 
confused—although 
it 
almost 
certainly will be—with “ The 
Young lawyers," a new series 
which ABC will launch less than 
a week later. 
ABC spun its series off a two- 
ikiur made-for-TV feature, and 
will wrap the plots around some 
young law students in Boston 
who, working out of a neighbor­ 
hood law office, provide free as­ 
sistance to the poor and get 
courtroom experience. The ser­ 
ies is more or less restricted to 
Massachusetts since it is one of 
a few states which permit stu- 
dent-lawvers to function before 
passing bar examinations. 
CBS’s project has three young 
full-fledged but fledgling law­ 
yers, providing free legal help 
to the needy in a Los Angeles 
slum setting. 
Both have real-life counter­ 
parts Harold Gast, producer of 
“ Storefront,” said some scripts 
have been based on real cases 
handled by organizations includ­ 
ing public defenders’ offices and 
privately funded legal aid or­ 
ganizations. 
“ We like the format because 
it permits us to handle civil 
cases as well as criminal,” ex­ 
plained the producer, something 
of a specialist since he was a 
writer for the old "Defenders" 
and most 
recently produced 
“ Jud for the Defense.” 
“ The idea is to get an exciting 
mix which will include social 
themes,” Gast said. “ W ell ex­ 
plore the matter of integration 
in labor unions, black militancy, 
police raids, the problems of 
Mexican-Americans. And there 
will be a murder trial, the story 
of a woman with an insane hus­ 
band. and another about a swin­ 
dle.” 
Gast insists that “ Storefront" 
is not a legal switch on the pop­ 
ular "Mod Squad” format—the 
coming season's most popular 


basic recipe for new dramatic 
series 
“ We don’t have an older fath­ 
er-figure around,” Gast said. 
“ The regulars are just three 
young people: two boys and a 
girl.” 
“ The Young Lawyers” will 
function in approximately the 
same milieu—narcotics, abor­ 
tion, racial unrest, etc., but will 
also have Lee J. Cobb supervis­ 
ing the young barristers, two in 
central roles.

appears to be in the mast diffi­
